ALTHOUGH opposed by German night fighters and a 


herce A.-A. barrage, 


British ‘planes, estimated at 


between 300 and 400, dropped tens of thousands of in- 
cendiaries and hundreds of tons of bombs on the two cities 
of Hamburg and Bremen on Thursday night, and caused 
great fires in the submarine and shipbuilding yards. 


Some of the bombs were of the most powerful type, 
and buildings were rent and smashed. 


Returning pilots had stories to tell of what they de- 
scribed as terrific explosions, some rising to ten thousand 
feet, and of areas that were a mass of flames, in which it 
was impossible to distinguish separate fires. 


More aircraft were engaged in the raids than ever 


before on a single night. 


The German News Agency, which admitted that 
' strong enemy formations’ were engaged in the raids on 
North-Western parts, claimed to have lessened the force 
of the attack, but admitted that the casualties were con- 


siderable. 


Attacks were also made on Berlin, Emden and other 
towns, and on coastal shipping, and on the submarine base 


at St. Nazaire. 


BRITISH COMMUNIQUE 


A British Ai, Ministry communiqué 
describing the raid stated :— 

“Hamburg and Bremen on Thurs- 
day night bore the brunt of the 
heaviest attack yet made by the Royal 
Air Force on Germany. e weather 
was good, and our bombers pressed 
home their attacks with decisive re- 


sults, in spite of strong opposition. 
High-explosive bombs caused wide- 
spread destruction, and many great 


fires were seen raging in the shipyards 
aud industrial quarters of both cities. 

‘Other aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand carried out subsidiary attacks 
during the night on Berlin, Emden 
and other targets in alent mór al 
many, and on German ~tonstal’; ship- 
ping. 

“In daylight on Thursday  ship- 
ping was attacked off the Norwegian 
coast. A German escort Vessel was left 
on fire and down by the stern. 


LOSSES ON BOTH SIDES 


“Ten aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand are missing from night opera- 
tions, and one from day operations. 

“ Aircraft of the Coastal Command 
attacked the submarine base at St. 
Nazaire on Thursday night. None: of 
these aircraft is missing. 

“In daylight on Thursday aircraft 
of the Fighter Command destroyed 
twelve enemy aircraft—eleven fighters 
and one bomber, In addition, two 
enemy fighters were destroyed by 
anti-aircraft gunfire. Two of our 
fighters are missing, but the pilot of 
one of them is safe.” 


GREAT FIRES 
LATER DETAILS 


The Air Ministry News Service last 
night, in a description of the raids, 
stated that the .bombings covered 
Hamburg and Bremen with fires and 
smoke. Buildings were rent and 
smashed, . and rmany’s ‘submarine 
and shipbuilding yards were remorse- 
lessly bombarded, and left with fires 
blazing in their midst. 

“Moon and weather favoured the 
attack, and though it. was claimed by 
the Germans to-day that their defences 
dispersed the attack, our aircraft were, 
in fact, prevented neither by night 
fighters nor by anti-aircraft bannás 
from streaming over both cities in a 
constant procession. and dischargin 
their whole load on the appointe 
targets. 

"' Pilots’ individual reports speak of 
‘areas a mass of flames, in which it 
was impossible to distinguish separate 
fires,’ of ‘terrific. explosions,’ of 
‘some rising to 10,000 feet,’ and of 
‘our most powerful bombs dropped

Meanwhile because of the difficulties in 
obtaining export licences for American 
materials which may be used for 
defence Sqviet Russia has almost com- 
ie suspended her purchases in the 
nited States. 

America’s political relations with 
Russia also appear to have cooled off 
since the signature of the Russo- 
Japanése Neutrality Pact.

Again, viewed from yet another 
angle, there can be no legal guilt with- 
out legal proof, and the rule which 
defines the evidence is as much the law 
of the land as that which creates the 
crime. The question is not, as it is in 
other countries abroad, simply whether 
the person charged is guilty or not 
guilty, but whether the prosecution 
proves the case strictly in form. 

The objection taken in former days 
to star chamber trials, in the times of 
Tudor and Stewart, was not to trial 
in absentia; for the party tried was 
always cited and present : the objection 
taken was objection directed to the 
constitution of the Court and to the 
forms of procedure and to the absence 
of rules of evidence. 

It seems, then, that a motion con- 
templated by Article 35 of the Con- 
stitution to ground resolutions must be 
based upon a finding by some Court of 
competent jurisdiction, and that for 
certain instances a Court must now be 
constituted.

REV. PATRICK BARTLEY, S.J. 
The Rev. Patrick Bartley, 8.J., 
whose death has occurred at Milltown 
Park, Dublin, was born sixty-two 
years ago at Grange, County Lime 
rick. He was educated first at the 
Sacred Heart College, Crescent, Lime- 
rick, and entered the Society of Jesus 
in 1894.

LECTURE

IMPORTANCE 


Dr. Ludwig Bieler, in the presence 
of an interested audience, last night 
delivered a lecture at University Col- 
lege, Dublin, on “ The Importance of 

edisval tin for the Classical 
Student.” 

Professor M. Tierney presided. 

Dr. Bieler deprecated the suggestion 
that classical philologists generally 
thought that medimval Latin was of 
little interest because it had deterio- 
rated from the classical standard. 
Medieval Latia, in fact, was of con- 
siderable technical value in philological 
research work So much had been pre- 
served through medieval MSS. that 
the use of Latin had been continuous 
from the end. of antiquity. People 
had continued to learn it and even 


speak it, particularly in ecclesiastical 
circles, and it was generally used by 
scholars. Latin classical literature 


had been studied during the Middle 
Ages, during the Renaissance, and in 
later times Classical Latin was an 
interesting subject to medisval 
scholars, whe not only studied it, but 
imitated the classical poets in their

Ten days ago we published the prospectus 
of the Guild of Goodwill, Limited, and we 
space of time satisfactory results have been 
achieved. The prospectus was an exceed- 
ingly frank document. As our readers are 
aware, the Guild pf Goodwill came into 
being as a result of a letter which was 
written some time ago to this newspaper 
by Mr. W. E. Wylie, K.C., a former 
judge of the High Court, who formulated 
his ideas in the shape of a dream. Mr. 
Wylie’s letter immediately captured the 
imagination of the Irish public. He 
advanced the outlines of a scheme for the 
improvement of conditions in this country, 
inviting the readers of the Irish Times to 
signify their approval of his plan by the 
dispatch of postcards bearing the single 
word, “ Yes.” He promised that, if he 
should receive five thousand postcards, he 
would proceed with his plan; actually, he 
received fifteen thousand. Encouraged by 
this remarkable response, Mr. Wylie, 
having enlisted the active support of Mr. 
A. P. Reynolds, managing director of 
the Dublin United Transport Company, 
launched his scheme. His prospectus 
stated that the directors’ aim was, in the 
first instance, to provide goodwill, to 
provide work for the unemployed, to try 
to prevent unemployment in trades and 
industries affected adversely by the present 
emergency, to help to produce and dis- 
tribute food and fuel for those in need, 
and generally to relieve distress and 
poverty. The prospectus announced the 
establishment of two subsidiary companies 
—one entitled the ‘‘ Goodwill Restaurants, 
Limited,” and the other the “ Goodwill 
Food and Fuel Producers, Limited,” 
including among their directors a number 
of the leading restaurateurs and food and 
fuel producers in Ireland. Messrs. Wylie 
and Reynolds appealed to the public for 
funds, informing prospective subscribers 
that their money would be regarded as 
‘*an unsecured contribution,” and that, 
as all the Goodwill companies would be 
operated on a non-profit basis, ne interest 
would be paid. In other words, they asked 
the citizens of Ireland with money to spare 
to make what might be termed an act of 
faith, lending portion of their capital to 
the Guild of Goodwill in order to enable 
it to carry out its plans without any 
prospect of pecumiary reward, but being 
assured that, if the scheme should prosper, 
their contributions would be returned. 
“HH, however, the scheme should fail,” 
declared the directors, “ you will lose your 
money.”’ 

Our readers already are familiar with 
the .details of what has come to be 
known as the Wylie Plan. Its basic idea 
is to do something constructive to cope 
with the social evils from which our 
country is suffering, to see, if possible, 
that nobody shall go hungry or want for 
fuel, that all able-bodied men shall be 
given the chance to work, and that a 
reproach which has lain upon our civilisa- 
tion for generations shall be lifted. When 
Mr. Wylie adumbrated his ideas in our 
columns the popular conscience imme- 
diately was stirred. The mere fact that 
fifteen thousand persons took the trouble 
to send him postcards was an index of 
the appeal that was made to the general 
public; but postcards are not enough. Mr. 
Wylie and those who are associated with 
him in the Guild of Goodwill want money. 
All the persons who are devoting their 
time and their energies to the Wylie Plan 
are giving their services “ without any 
remuneration whatsoever.’’ There is no 
profit in the plan for anybody. Already 
two subsidiary companies have been con- 
stituted in order to provide the cheapest 
possible meals for those in need of them 
and to promote schemes for the production 
of food and fuel. Other subsidiary 
companies are under consideration, and 
will be formed at the earliest opportunity. 
We would appeal to those of our readers 
who have money to spare to support the 
Guild of Goodwill to the limit of their 
capacity. We know that there are many 
demands on the citizens’ purses at the 
moment. We also know, as was proved 
by the remarkable success of our fund 
for the relief of distress among the victims 
of the Belfast bombings, that the readers 
of this newspaper always are ready to 
support a worthy cause. We are con- 
vinced that no worthier cause could be 
found at present than the Guild of Good- 
will. The men in charge of it are men of 
imagination and enterprise; above all, 
they are men of public spirit, who are 
giving their valuable services free of all 
charge. With the advent of the new 
Budget, the need is greater than ever it 
was. The cost of living in Eire is rising 
steeply, and the plight of the poor. is 
appalling. Those who own capital are in 
the position of national trustees. They 
have a responsibility that must not be 
ignored. An investment in the Guild of 
Goodwill will produce no financial divi- 
dends. There is not even a guarantee that 
the investors’ capital will be returned; 
but surely it is time that the moneyed 
classes should realise that something far 
greater than dividends is at stake, and 
that every pound subscribed to Mr. Justice 
Wylie’s Guild of Goodwill may repay 
itself a thousandfold before the present 
emergency shall have come to an end.

Russia and the “Axis” 
Rassia's position vis-a-vis the rest of the 
world becomes “ curiouser and curiouser.”’ 
It is learned to-day that her Government 
has withdrawn diplomatic recognition 
from Norway, Belgium and Yugoslavia, 
on the ground that they no longer are 
sovereign States. If this action means 
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| inevitable when she bound herself to Ger- 


seg > . 


many by a pact oí neutrality and friend- 
ship, and that she has lost no opportunity 
to seise a share of whatever territory was 
over-run by the German armies; but she 
retains embassies in the capitals of all 
the leading States, and her relations with 
Great Britain are, theoretically, not less 
friendly than her relations with Germany 
and Italy. In these circumstances, her 
refusal to recognise two nations with which 
Great Britain is in. alliance strikes a 
strange note. London hardly can interpret 
it as, in any sense, a friendly action, and 
certainly will be compelled to protest to 
M. Stalin’s Government; but it cannot be 
considered as making any material 
difference to the course of the war. The 
diplomatic niceties have ceased to matter 
in these days, when wars begin without 
even the ghost of a declaration, and it 
is possible to draw a subtle distinction 
between ''neutrality” and “' non-belli- 
gerency.”” In point of fact, the Russian 
share in the partition of Poland was a 
far more serious blow to Great Britain ' 
than the Soviet Government’s latest step ; 
for it enormously lessened the likelihood 
of a Polish rising against their con- 
querors. 

-Nevertheless, the Russians cannot have 
taken this “ pro-Axis’’ step without some 
reason. What can the reason be? The 
only suggestion so far made is that it 


foreshadows a new ‘‘understanding”’ 
between the Soviet Union and the 
“Axis” Powers—an “understanding " 


which may have extremely widespread 
consequences. During the past few months 
Russia has consented to patch up most 
of the outstanding differences between her- 
self and Japan; the two nations—bitter 
enemies for half a century—have signed a 
pact of neutrality, and touching scenes of 
affection have taken place between M. 
Stalin and the Japanese Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Matsuoka. Thanks to this reconcilia- 
tion, the Russians can regard their 
dominions as secure against attack from 
the east, and can concentrate upon the 
far greater operations that are being 
staged upon their western borders. 
Germany and Russia, for the first time 
since the Great War of 1914-18, are in 
direct contact over the larger part of their 
frontiers: Soviet soldiers face German 
guards across a boundary that extends for 
many hundreds of miles. M. Stalin hardly 
can contemplate this propinquity without 
a tremor; for the friendship between his 
nation and Germany is not rooted deeply 
in the bonds either of race or of tradition: 
it is based purely and simply upon mutual 
interest, and it will last precisely as long 
as it is in the interest of both parties 
to make it last. The position is now that 
Herr Hitler wishes to thrust southwards 
against the Suez Canal zone. Opinions 
differ concerning his more probable route: 
he may ‘‘by-pass’’ Turkey, and convey 
what forces he can transport by sea and 
air direct from Greece to the Canal zone 
and the Holy Land, but the more obvious 
route would be through Turkey. Turkey, 
however, is a strong nation—strong not | 
only in herself, but because she enjoys 
the moral support of the Soviet Union. Is 
Herr Hitler seeking to neutralise that 
support, a» he neutralised it in the case 
of Poland—a country that was also 
under the nominal “protection ” of the 
U.S.S.R. ? 

What the Russians hope to receive from 
a bargain with Herr Hitler—or with any- 
body else—remains to be seen. The best 
that they can expect—and, apparently, 
all that they have demanded so far—is 
the right to retain their neutrality. We 
do not think for a moment that Soviet 
Russia has any desire to enter the war; 
she is more than content to stand idly by 
and to snatch while the snatching is good 
and safe. Five years ago the Soviet Union 
was the bogey man of all Europe, the 
“a in the whole political equation, the 
hidden hand behind every diplomatic 
movement. Those five years have brought 
a certain amount of disillusionment. In 
particular, it is reasonable to believe that 
the Russian Army is not nearly so strong 
as it was supposed to be. The “ purges” 
that took placeduring the two years before 
the war were bound to leave it in a 
severely weakened condition ; and its poor 
showing against the tiny Finnish nation 
certainly tended to révise the world’s 
opinion concerning its fighting quality. 
Russia’s whole desire, we may assume, is 
to stay out of the war, and she is ready 
to enter into any agreement with her 
neighbours that will help to secure her 
immunity. Nobody supposes that she 
wishes to remain on the defensive for 
ever: her policy is to wait until the rest 
of the nations have exhausted their 
strength, and have had their moral 
shaken, by war, and then to take every 
possible advantage of her freshness for 
the dissemination of her pernicious 
doctrines. In the meantime, however, she 
must make the best possible terms with 
her powerful neighbours, Already she has 
been Germany's most useful ally by far; 
the pre-war pact has enabled Herr Hitler 
to find profitable employment for a dozen 
divisions which otherwise would have been 
wasted on frontier duty ; and it begins to 
look as if she will release Japan to render 
him assistance in the Pacific. Friendship 
that carries with it so many practical 
advantages reed not be scrutinised too 
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great a part as man himself. There cannot 
possibly be any generals left who think 
in terms of horses and sigh for an occasion 
to employ cavalry en masse. Charges like 
those of the Light Brigade belong to the 
past as surely as do the feats of British 
archers before Crecy. The matter is of 
more than academic interest to Ireland ; 
for the sale of horses to British and Con- 
tinental armies was a source of revenue 
to this country in the past. Will the 
peace-time armies of the future continue 
to regard the horse as part of its essential 
trappings, like gold braid and ornamental 
hats? Will there still be military jumping 
teams? Will officers whose duties lie 
entirely in machine shops be supplied with 
chargers, as they were in 1938, or will 
peace-time soldiering become entirely 
rationalised? As -et there is no real 
reason for pessimism in the horse-breeding 
industry. Peace-time soldiering and fight- 
ing are as different as chalk from cheese. 
It may be recalled that in the London 
victory parad: of 1919 an officer of the 
Royal Air Force appeared on horseback. 
Although every British cfficer under the 
rank of brigadier now must be a motor 
cyclist, the leader of a platoon surely will 
aspire to a more commanding steed when 
battle-dress has been !aid aside. Certainly 
in the Irish Army there is no panic about 
the rightful place of the horse; officers of 
the motor transport units are required to 
wear spurs!

(incorrectly marked Twenty-sixth Edi- 
tion). No record exists of the size 
of the very early editions, and most 
of them are undated—a bad habit with 
Irish publishers, which for some un- 
known reason they follow to this day 
—but we can make an adequate guess 
at their size, and, perhaps, be satis- 
fed as to the minimum number of 
copies printed. 


1,000 Copies a Year 


Browne and Nolan’s inform me that 
they printed for the publisher (James 
Duffy) an edition ‘of 5,000 copies in 
1951, and another of 5,000 in 1935. 
The publisher tells me that the pre- 
sent edition 18 also one of 5,000 copies. 
That makes an average sale of 1,000 
copies a year at present, and the pub- 
lishers assure me that the sales are, 
by comparison with earlier times, on 
a downward graph—though obviously 
still very satisfactory, considering how 
old the book is. . 

To go back to the earlier time, there 
were seven. editions between 1879 and 
1887, or an edition every year almost. 
As I say, we do not know the size 
of these editions. We have to balance 
the fact that the modern editions run 
to 5,000 ~ nage the present. annual 
sale of 1,000; bear in mind that we 
are told that sales are not what they 
were, and that the great hey-day of 
the novel is over, and simply 
hazard that all editions average out 
a. around 3,00) copies. That would 
mean a sale—surely we may say a 
minimum sale— £ over 70,000 copies : 
probably far more. It is a pity we 
cannot te more precise. 


Translations 


But we must go-further. ‘‘ Knockna- 
gow has been translated into several 
anguages It has been sold and pub- 
lished in the colonies, I doubt if there 
can be a living Irishman who has not 
at least heard of it. Sales, moreover, 
underestimate readers. 
_From what we know of the indestruc- 
tibility of matter in the countryside-— 
where a hat will last anything up to 
twelve years and a stick may last a 
generation—every herished copy of 

Knocknagow ” has probably passed 
from grandfather to grandson. 

I bought the seventh edition of the 
novel on a bookstall a while ago, dated 
1887, and at the end of certain chapters 
one reader had marked ever the years 
the date at which he had arrived at 
that point in his reading—much as a 
man might notch his doorpost for the 
growth of his children, or, like Crusoe, 
commemorate the passing of his life. 
In short, the actual number of readers 
of ‘‘ Knocknagow “ is incalculadle. 


Why, one asks. has this one book by | 


this novelist wh- wrote two other 
novels and some well-known verse, such 
as “She Lived Beside the Anner,' had 
this unique success? 

To say that ““‘Knocknagow’’ succeeded 
on its merits is not enough. Better 
books have not sold as well Kicklain’s 
own ‘Sally Cavanagh’’ is not much in- 
ferior, if inferior at all, and it has had 
no such reclame There are other 
novelists, like Griffia and Sheehan, who 
wrote of the life of the people with 
as much sympathy and even more in- 
cisiveness, but it will be a long da 
before their most popular books—suc 
as “ Glenanaar,” or “ The Graves of 
Kilmorna’’—approach Kickham’s total.

Commercial Success 


One may agree that a book has a 
commercial success like this for two 
main reasons—because people buy it 
to possess it, and because people buy 
it to read it. There are many books 
which people buy but do not read, 
such as sets of Dickens “for the 
children,” and of all the people who. 
purchased ‘‘ Finnegans Wake,” how 
many have read it? 

There can be no such doubt about 
“Knocknagow.” It is - remem 
by its characters and its incidents-- 
Mat Donovan (the Thrasher), Grace 
Kiely, Norah Lahy, whom Kickham, 
against the appeals of her admirers 
‘had to let die ’’—a figure as appeal- 
ing to readers of Kickham as Little 
Nell to readers of Dickens; or Phil 
Lahy, who was so devoted to the 
prophecies of Colmcille; Billy Heffer- 
nan, the flute-player; the droll figure 
of Wattletoes, Father Matt, the priest 
with the proud head. ‘‘ Everybody”’ 
knows the famous. contest between 
Matt and the Captain, where Matt 
hesitates to defeat the Captain at

These opinions of Kickham’s whole- 
hearted admirets all agree in a general 
delight in the -novel’s brightness, 
geniality, idealism, combined with veri- 
similitude. It clearly” evoked strong 
emotions in its readers. . It stirred 
human and tender ‘feelings. It’ pre- 
sented readers with idealised- characters 
whom they were glad to cherish in the 
memory as old friends. The book 
belongs to those books, rare enough 
in literature, which at once made the 
world seem a better, brighter and 
nobler place, and at: the same 
time manage to persuade its readers 
that all these likeable characters really 
and truly lived just as they were 
depicted. 


The Famine 
But the public who packed: “ Knock- 


ragow’’ into their-bundies as they took 
boat for America, or lovingly patted it 


héarthside, loved the book for other 
reasons. And-here a few dates will 
suffice to explain.. Lever’s “ Charles 
O'Malley.” came out.in 1841, and 
‘Harry Lorrequer.”’ 
Lover’s “ Handy Andy ”. came out in 
1842. They were magnificent, but they 
were considered ‘‘ byurlesque,’’ ‘‘ carica- 
ture,’ ‘‘ grotesque” (words which I 
take, for the sake of contrast, from 
Father Brown’s Guidebook). 

The Famine had come. The people 
were downhearted and wanted a lift, 
encouragement, something to give them 
spirit and pride. They got it in 
Kickham. Observe a: few other dates, 


and remember that

From that onward the-people were up 


and fighting. This — spirited ahd 
ideulise novel, “Knocknagow,”” 
written by a fenian who -had-been in 
jail, with the whole land question 
running through it, came in the precise 
moment that demanded such .a book, 
and it was exactly of the right spirit 
for a people emerging from bad times. 

“Thank God, there are happy homes 
in Tipperary still,” are the last spoken 
words of the novel, and they measure 
its qualified optimism. 


Real People | 

‘There is one other purely practical 
thing that helped it to success. Por- 
tion ‘of it was published in serial form 


in the Shamrock, and began to appear 
simultaneously. in the New” ‘York 
Emerald. hat, in a country which 
could not: afford books, publicised it as 
nothing else could do. 
Kickham wrote about his own time 
and problems. ,He did what modern 
Irish novelists and playwrights “are 
doing, and what the most “popular 
drathatists of the Abbey Theatre did 
and do (“The Eloquent Rea - 
“The Plough and the Stars,” ‘‘ The 
Rugged Path ’’).

book. 
There is something a shade repellent 
about the idea of twins living together 
—especially when one of them is 
married—going everywhere together, 
more like two facets of the one 
individual. rather than two separate 
entities. This’ peculiarity is heavily 
accentuated in the book, which is 
written throughout in the first person 
plural :—“ We did this,” “ We went 
there,” “‘ We felt,” and even “We 
gaid.”” In some cases where it is 
obvious that ““we' cannot be used, the 
expression “one of us” is substituted. 
The reader gets no sense of separate 
personality. - The effect is undoubtedly 
i but, it is not altogether 
attractive. 

However, once the initial strange- 
ness of this style is overcome, the 
book is thoroughly enjoyable. It con- 
sists. mostly of a detailed and most 
amusing account of the wanderings of 
Ruth and Helen Hoffman about Iraq, 
and at a time when travel books are 
becoming .remarkably scarce, ‘‘ Our 
Arabian Nights’’ proves a most wel- 
come change. 


Life in Bagdad 


The first part of the book is largely 
concerned with life in Bagdad, and an 
introduction to the Hoffman ménage— 
which includes a wild boar, a gazelle, 
two Siamese cats, two peacocks, a 
hawk, several geese, a few hens, three 
dogs and a host of other animals too 
numerous to remember the half of 
them. 

Every animal, it seems, which came 
the way of the Hoffmans, whether or 
not it was originally destined for the 
table, was quickly redeemed and added 
to the household menagerie. 

The next part of the book is taken 
up with an account of their attempts 
to. find a suitable house in Bagdad. 
Eventually they found what they 
wanted: an old Arab house in the 
suburbs, with a large park as a back- 
ground which could be used as a play- 
ground for the animals. This old house 
they proceeded to redecorate in ultra- 
modern American fashion. Of course, 
it is difficult to picture colour schemes 
from mere description, but, judging 
solely from the Hoffmans’ description 
of their decorations, the schemes sound 

rticularly offensive: white Tage 
or some window curtains, pink an 
grey striped pillow ticking for other 
windows, and pressed plush coffin 
lining for bedroom rugs—not to men- 
tion a pink and white diningroom. 

Their furniture was mostly made to 
order out of rope, glass and bent iron,

Hats—and the Explanation 


On the whole, the only point with 
which I find myself in complete agree- 
ment with Mr. Willett Cunnington is 
on the question of hats—more particu- 
larly modern hats. Hats, he says, are 
most, often used these days as 
wn rs,’ objects not necessarily 
beautiful in themselves, but designed 
in an exceptional manner so as to catch 
the eye, and direct attention in 
no uncertain manner, towards the 
wearer.

The All-important Angle 


The matter of angle also comes under 
Mr. Willett Cunnington’s analytic 
eye. The angle at which the hat is 
worn is due, not as one would im- 
agine, to the exigencies of the moment 
or to the ravages of the climatic con- 
ditions, but rather to the process of 
a critical selection by which a woman 
decides whether she wishes to look 
coy, winsome, dignified, shy, modest, 
alluring, matronly, or any of the host 
of other things that woman can look. 
There is, apparently, a separate angle 
for each of them. 

On the whole, Mr. Willett Cunning- 
ton has, it seems, taken a good few 
leaves out of Sigmund Freud’s book. 
Just as Freud diagnoses every 
psychological complaint as the out- 
come of sex, so Mr. Willett Cunning- 
ton dismisses every new fashion and 
latest creation as merely the outward 
and visible sign of sex. 

The fact that everywoman often buys 
the latest fashion just to go one better 
than everywoman’s neighbour does not 
seem to have occurred to Mr. Willett 
Cunnington, or, if it has, he has not 
bothered to pugsue this aspect of the 
subject. In any case, such a solution 
merely transfers the question to ‘‘ Wh 
does a woman's neighbour wear suc! 
a type of clothes?” and so on until 
you get back to Adam and Eve or 
the ancient Britons. 

Why woman w clothes, like 
everything else about her, must, alas, 
remain a mystery. We cannot expect 


her to divulge her secrets, and what 


could man know abont a thing like

CONDITIONS AFTER 
THE WAR 


CHARTERED ACCOUNTANTS' 
MEETING 


“It is too early to attempt to fore- 
cast the economic conditions at the end 
of this war, but it will show up the whole 
economic structure both of this country 
and of the world,” said Mr. H. 
Trevor Montgomery, in his presiden- 
tial address to the annual meeting of 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants 
in Ireland at Dawson street, Dublin. 

Mr. Montgomery said that the spiral 
of inflation was being well controlled. 
It might be necessary to control 
labour; otherwise one section of the 
community would try to gain an ad- 
vantage over another as the cost of 
living increased. . Modern remedies, 
already in use, wére price control, limita- 
tion of supplies, taxation, and appeal 
for national savings. Auctioning of the 
available supplies, necessities, and 
evén of commodities, must be avoided 
at all costs. The policy of the Insti- 
tute, he added, was quality rather than 
wep ó and to maintain a high stan- 
“ms oí efhciency and professional con- 

uct.

THE KLANDS 


In the Eastern Mediterranean—the 
Adriatic and the ean—the situa- 
tion has materially altered now that 
the campaign in Greece has ended. 
The island of Corfu has never been 
open to British surface forces since 
Italy came into the war, and the 
Italian occupation of Corfu does not, 
therefore, materially affect, the situa- 
tion. 

The German occupation of Lemnos 
is undoubtedly a more serious matter, 
commanding, as it does, the entrance 
to the Dardanelles. It would, how- 
ever, obviously have been difficult, if 
not impossible, to keep British forces 
in Lemnos, where they would have 
been within easy range of Axis air- 
craft operating either Íróm Greece or 
from those larger islands of the Dode- 
canese. The majority of the Aegean 
Islands, however, are small and rocky, 
and it would. be a mistake to attach 
too much importance to the use to 
which they could be put by the 
Italians. 


CRETE IMPORTANT 


There is no doubt that Crete will 
be defended to the utmost, rather 
because of its value to the Axis 
than its value to the British, although 
Suda Bay provides a magnificent naval 
base, while the island itself has air 
bases of limited capacity. With the 
Axis in occupation of Libya, then, if 
they should also hold Crete, British 
ships passing through to Alexandria 
would be liable to dive-bombing in the 
same way as t passing to the 
south of Sicily. 

Similar arguments apply to Cyprus; 
for here, again, itisofeven greater im- 
portance for the British to deny its use 
to the Axis than to hold it for their 
own purposes. Its occupation by the 
Axis would be an obvious menace to 
both the oil pipe line terminus at Haifa 
and to the oilfields of Mosul. Alex- 
andria is*the key to the naval situa- 
tion in the Eastern Mediterranean, and 
much depends upon the ability of the 
British to defend it against air attacks 
launched either from the Dodecanese 
or from North Africa. 


JAPANESE CLAIM 
BIG. VICTORY
